Bellflower is an old variety 
tfyat is too tart for eating unless 
thoroughly ripe. It makes a fine gen­ 
eral purpose* cooking apple. 
Apple consumption in’some families 
ceases with tho fall season. This is 
a grave mistake when the great sup­ 
ply of varieties suitable for winter 
use is considered. Staymen Wineaap, 
t Northern Spy, Baldwin and Rhode 
Island Greening are varieties that will 
gladden the heart of any housewife 
during December, January and Feb­ 
ruary. The Stayman is a general pur­ 
pose fruit, good for eating and bak­ 
ing purposes and 
makes excellent 
sauce. The Northern Spy is consider­ 
ed by many to be one of the highest 
quality dessert apples adapted for all 
ordinary purposes. 
Of Baldwins, it 
might be said that they arc one of 
the leading all around apples on the 
Pennsylvania markets. 
The Rhode 
Island Greening is highly prized as 
a baking apple, but is a little too 
tart for dessert. 
For late winter and spring use, 
Rome Beauty, Ben Davis, Pound, York 
Imperial and Ga no varieties arc prob­ 
ably the best.
